A security guard at the Okee- 

lanta Corporation sugar mill was 

found. shot to death on Nov. 26. 

Deputies and detectives with the 

Palm Beach County Sheriff's 

Office were dispatched to the area, 
i seven miles south of 

South Bay on U.S. Highway 27. 

Employees with the sugar mill 
found Amillio Castillo, 71, on the 
floor of a guardhouse at approxi- 
mately 10:30 p.m. A window in the 
guardhouse had been shattered. It 
was discovered that the guard had 
been shot numerous times. Accord- 
ing to sheriff's reports, the caliber 
of the weapon is unknown. 

An investigation revealed that 
Castillo had no reported enemies, 
and he had no problems with any- 
one at work. 

According to Detective Sgt. 
John Russ of the Palm Beach 
County Sheriff's Department, the 
Palm Beach County Medical 
Examiner's autopsy report indi- 
cates that Castillo died from blunt 
trauma and gunshot wounds.

Sugar mill security guard 
found dead; no suspects 


Castillo had been employed 
with Okeelanta Sugar Mill for one- 
and-half years as a security guard 
on the night shift. 

“Everybody thought very highly 
of him,” said a spokesman for 
Okeelanta; which is owned and 
operated by the Fanjul family of 
Palm Beach. "We are shocked by 


* this terrible tragedy" 


‘The spokesman went on to say 
that the victim's wallet and other 
personal belongings were found in 
the guardhouse. However, nothing 
else appeared to be missing. 

"Two other security guards on 
duty with Castillo were equipped 
with radios. According to them, 
Castillo did not.contact them. 

With little leads to go on, the 
case is still under investigation. 
Persons having information 
about the incident is asked to 
contact the Palm Beach County 
Sheriff's Office at 996-1670, or 
the Palm Beach County Crime 
Stoppers tips line at 1-800-458- 
8477. Persons providing informa- 
tion are not required to give their 
name.

Alleged continuing violations of Florida 
Department of Environmental Protection Rules 
and Regulations has caused the temporary clos- 
ing of Rodriquez Food Store at 1240 N.W. 16th 


Street, Belle Glade.

Charges could be made against Mr. Perez, 
including misdemeanor violations of EPA rules 
and felony charges of wilfully causing pollution. 

Mr. Perez could not be reached for comment

Commission takes action to proceed 
with demolition of "The House of Pain"

Time's up for a nursing-home 
owner who wanted to renovate 
a run-down boarding house 
known by neighbors as. "The 
House of Pain.” 
-City commissioners in Belle 
Glade voted last week to pro: 
ceed with legal action to have 
the building demolished after 
owner Margaret Peavy failed 
to provide documentation she 
had the financial ability to fix 
up the deteriorating building. 
Commissioner Harma Miller 
said she felt the commission 
had given Mrs. Peavy more 
than enough time to meet the 
city's requirements. 
"This has been going on for 


over,a year," said Mrs. Miller. 
"Im fed up." 

The Planning:and Zoning 
Board declared the building, 
located at 416 S.W. Avenue B 
Place, a dangerous building 
and a public nuisance in April 
of 1992. It violated hundreds of 
city codes. 

At that time, the building 
was owried by Sonny Fowler, 
who has since died. He sold the 
building to Mrs. Peavy last 
December. She had plans to 
renovate the building and turn 
it into a 26-unit apartment 
building. 

Neighbors had complained to 
the city about things going on 
in the building, including pros- 
titution and the sale of drugs. 


Woman files 


Tenants were also accused by 
neighbors of luring children as 
young as 10 into the building 


“for sex. 


s. Peavy had plans to 
change all that by renovating 
the three-story building and 
rename it Big Mary's Apart- 
ment Complex. She paid the 
delinquent property taxes and 
puta fence around the building. 

Commissioners had hoped 
the building could be renovated 
and contribute to the city's tax 
base, but finally gave up that, 
hope after Mrs. Peavy failed to, 
meet several deadlines. 

Contractors reported that the 
property, appraised at $55,000, 
would cost more than $315,000 
to renovate.

Mr. Connell they should get 
their billing right and let him 
know how she felt about the 
matter. She said Mr. Connell 
loudly told her to get out of the 
store and as slie was leaving, 


pushed her. Mr. Connell denies 
having toyched Ms. Marsh. 

"I'm not lying. He pushed me 
hard as I turned to walk out of 
the store. Hisstwo employees 
saw it." 

Mr. Connell said he apolo- 
gized.to Marsh about about the - 
bill, but had to ask her to leave ` 
when she began yelling and 
cursing. She would not leave 
until he threatened to call the 
police, he said. He filed his own 
complaint of trespass dnd dis- 
orderly conduct. Badcock's two 
store employees told police Mr. 
Connell did not push the wom- 
an. The police took on action on 
the complaint. 

Ms. Marsh said she had 
planned to go the the state 
attorney's office to file criminal 
charges, but now says she will 
let the matter drop.

The Department of Interior has finally exposed its real objectives and ultimate environmental 
plan for the Everglades Agricultural Area (EAA). These objectives, if adopted, will result in the loss 
of your homes, jobs and businesses.

Restoration Working Group was forwarded to George Frampton, Under-secretary of the 
Department of Interior and Chairman of the South Florida Ecosystem Restoration Task Force. It 
identified federal objectives for the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers’ Central and Southern Florida 
reconnaissance study. 


The report defined system-wide objectives to develop ecological restoration and identified 
areas to be restored.

*.. The Minimum: Starts with all 
existing public land, associated 
estuaries, the Florida Reef Tract, and 
any additional lands required for 
restoration, which could include all 
EAA lands lying between the Miami 
and North New River canals. 


* The Incremental: Expands: the 
restorational linkages between the 
upper watershed (the Kissimmee- 
Lake Okeechobee region) and. the 

. regions south of the Lake with return 
to marsh of all the lands lying 
between the Miami and North New 
River canals. 


* The Maximum: Returning all 
former. wetlands, including the 
ENTIRE EVERGLADES 
AGRICULTURAL AREA to. full 
wetland ecosystem function; i.e., 
marsh.

Dear Edito; 
Florida's citizens have spoken, out strongly 
against the recently implemented Advance Dis- 
posal Fee (ADF) as an unfair and punitive tax 
on individuals who were already recycling;. 
During this time, the Florida Department of 
Environmental Protection has been diverting 
Attention away from the real issues surrounding 
the ADF by'calling on consumers to boycott ADF 
containers. The fact is, container manufacturers 
are as much a victim of this new tax as con- 
sumers, 
Floridians AND industry should be commend- 
ed for setting new recycling records in the state. 
n the four years following passage of the 1988 
‘solid waste law, the glass industry increased the 
volume of glass purchased by 283 percent. At 
the'same time, the industry wa ending 
almost 100 million dollars on capital improve- 
“ments in the state on such items as furnace 
upgrades, plant modernization, and expansion 
of processing capacity. The glass industry, like 
Florida's citizens; was riot rewarded for these 
accomplishments but was slapped with a’ puni- 
tive and regregsive fee on it#tontainers. 

The ADF concept is as y¢t unproven. However, 
it cannot work unless there is a level playing. 
field for all containers. Currently, such a con: 

tion does not exist. The content reqnirements-in 
the law are not realistic and are not even the 
same for each material type. Despite Florida's: 
phenomenal recycling growth, an adequate level 
of collection is not occurring:to reach the goals 
for many material types. 

And finally, a word about the Department of 
Environmental Protection's call for a consumer 
boycott of ADF containers. If a boycott of con- 
tainers is successful, it will drive industries that 
‘produce those containers out of business or out 
of state. If that happens, they can no longer pro- 
. vide a market for recycled materials. It is impor- 
tant to remember that the 1993 ADF law says 
"industries €@mducting business within the
